Denison, Texas Nov. 3-T he Frisco 
in order to make provision for its fu­ 
ture supply of timber, has an ex per t 
forester quietly at work in Indian Ter­ 
ritory choosing tracts of timber land 
which will make good forest reserva­ 
tions. 
A large part of this land is 
around Boswell, I. T., where there is 
plenty of timber. 
The plan under consideration is com­ 
prehensive and if carried out will al­ 
most solve the timber problem for the 
*ystem. 
It is proposed to purchase 
large tracts of land on which there is 
good standing timber. 
From this tim­ 
ber a certain amount will be cut yearly 
and then small trees will be planted. 
This will be done every year and even­ 
tually the company will be using the 
timber which they planted thirty, forty 
or fifty years before, according to the 
kind of trees that are grown. 
The forester who is investigating for 
the Frisco will determine the kind of 
trees to be planted, will estimate the 
rate of growth and the amount of land 
required. 
Even these railroads which penetrate 
thickly wooded countries realize that 
the future supply of timber is a prob­ 
lem that must be faced in a short time. 
In the east this condition has already 
arrived and a number of big systems 
have started forests. They were twen­ 
ty or thirty years too late, how’ever 
and must purchase their timber in *he 
meantime at great distances away. 
The Frisco evidently intends to profit 
by the experience of the older systems. 
At present the Frisco has sufficient tim­ 
ber to supply its own needs and the 
needs of others. 
But at the rati tim­ 
ber is being cut there is not over fifteen 
or twenty years supply in sight.

The 
railroad company then appealed to a 
higher court, on the ground that in 
his purchase of the ticket he simply 
pretended to enter into a contract 
and his purpose was to defraud. 
Again

judgment and the case is now before 
the supreme court of Georgia. 
The 
principle of the plaintiff is 'th a t the 
railroad had no right to question his 
motives when he presented the ticket 
for redemption and that of the rail­ 
road company is that the existence 
of the gate system is at issue. 
Highly important 
decisions 
have 
been based on issues involving very 
small money considerations. 
The su­ 
preme court of the United States last 
winter gave a good deal of time ancf 
research to a cause carried before it 
on appeal involving only $24. 
A rail­ 
road was, in this case, the defendant. 
It owed one of its employes, a train 
hand, this sum, which was attached 
and collected by one of his creditors. 
The 
employe 
contended 
that 
the 
money was still due him and caribed 
the case up to the highest tribunal 
vin the land. 
Our own famous Chief Justice Shaw 
wrote one of his most luminous ex­ 
positions of legal principles in decid­ 
ing a case which turned on the own­ 
ership of a bull calf. 
It is related 
that the bar snickered at the frequent 
repetition of the phrase “the said bull 
calf,’’ and the chief justice rebuked 
the laughing lawyer by saying: “Gen­ 
tlemen. you do not reflect what a bull 
calf may be to a very poor family.” 
Robert Browning went to law over 
the value of one bottle of wine, on 
the great principle that he would not 
be swindled for half a crown if he 
could help it. 
The “kicker” is often

ASPARAGUS IS IN TH E VAN. 


Precedes the Other Fresh Vegetables 
That Spring Affords. 


It is quite certain that a consider­ 
able percentage of every class in life 
is living beyond its means in the ef­ 
fort to make a display, keep up ap­ 
pearance and climb into 
the 
next 
higher class. 
This tendency is al­ 
ways exaggerated by the higher wages 
and larger profits in a time of pros­ 
perity and by the hope it holds out of 
permanent improvement of condition. 
Every country, says the Minneapolis 
Tribune, needs the tonic of panic de­ 
pression now and then to take the con­ 
ceit out of its people and teach them 
modesty, thrift and foresight.

Asparagus is the precursor of the 
season of fresh vegetables, and there 
is probably no other vegetable the 
flavor of which is so highly esteemed 
as is that of tender asparagus. Chem­ 
ical analysis offers 
no 
explanation 
of its pleasant flavor, but assigns to 
it a decidedly high nutritious value. 
Asparagus, however, furnishes one of 
those interesting examples of a food 
which, though containing more water 
in its composition than does milk. 
is nevertheless 
a 
solid 
substance. 
Thus the head of the asparagus con­ 
tains slightly more than 93 per cent 
of water, which is only I per cent, 
less than that contained in the let­ 
tuce, but 5 per cent, more than is 
present in milk. 
The solid constit­ 
uents, however, are particularly rich 
in 
nitrogenous 
substances, 
which 
amount to 30 per cent, of the dried 
vegetable. 
Among these may be reckoned a 
purin body, to which has been as­ 
cribed the harmful influence of as­ 
paragus on some persons with a gouty 
tendency. 
When asparagus is con­ 
sumed in large quantities the output 
of uric 
acid is very 
distinctly in­ 
creased. 
The same effect is obtained 
after 
drinking 
copiously 
of 
beer, 
which also contains purin bodies, al­ 
though they are entirely absent in 
wines, 
and, of course, 
in 
spirits. 
Sweetbread may be objectionable on 
similar grounds. 
There is no reason 
for thinking, however, that when as­ 
paragus is eaten in reasonable quan­ 
tities it causes an undesirable dis­ 
turbance of the bodily functions. 
On 
the contrary, it is very digestible and 
is easily tolerated, even by invalids.

Breathing Sodium Peroxide. 
At last man has learned 
to 
live 
without air. 
Sodium peroxide, one of 
the newer products of electrolysis, is 
a compound of sodium with oxygen 
that decomposes in the presence of 
damp carbonic acid. The value of this 
substance may be gathered from the 
fact that a man can live in an airtight 
box as long as any sodium peroxide re­ 
mains unconverted. 
It is suggested 
that, by means of sodium peroxide, 
submarine boats will be able to re­ 
main under water 
for 
considerably 
longer periods than hitherto has been 
possible. 
Just how long will be a 
matter of calculation, the factors in 
the calculation being the amount of 
oxygen converted into carbonic acid 
by one man in one hour, the number 
of men present, and the weight of 
peroxide that can be carried. Used in 
mines, it should enable a miner 
to 
live with his head literally in a bag 
of india rubber containing this perox­ 
ide, whereby he can tide over a period 
of danger. 


Richmond, Va.—Miss Sally Tomp­ 
kins, the only woman who received 
from the confederacy a commission as 
captain, is an inmate of the home for 
needy confederate women In this city. 
She is still as loyal to the cause of 
the south as was Gen. Jubal Early, 
who never took the oath of allegiance 
and who from the beginning of the 
war to the day of his death never 
wore anything but the confederate 
gray. 
Miss Tompkins is now in her sev­ 
enty-third year. She was 28 when the 
war broke out. She had ample means, 
was anxious to do her part, aud, hav­ 
ing had some little experience as a 
nurse prior to the war, decided that 
she could do hospital work. 
Judge John Robertson, of this city, 
had moved his family to the country, 
and when Miss Tompkins announced 
her intention of opening 
a hospital 
for the care of the sick and wounded 
his house was placed at her disposal. 
She equipped the place from her pri­ 
vate purse and took with her the serv­ 
ants from her household. 
In 1S62 the confederacy promulgat­ 
ed an order directing that all private 
hospitals 
should 
be 
closed. 
The 
friends of Miss Tompkins, who knew 
of the work she had done and her sac­ 
rifice for the confederacy, appealed to 
the president of the confederacy ask­ 
ing him to make an exception in her 
case. After some discussion he called 
in the secretary of war, saying: 
“Let a commission issue forthwith 
naming Miss Sally L. Tompkins, 
of 
Richmond, as captain of cavalry, un­ 
assigned.” 
The commission was promptly made 
out and forwarded to Miss Tompkins 
while she was at the hospital. In this 
way she was enabled to carry on her 
work. 
President Davis wrote 
that 
she 
would be entitled to draw pay as an 
officer, and that she would have that 
money with which to aid in the work 
she was doing. 
Miss Tompkins ac­ 
cepted the commission, but never 
a 
cent of the pay did she get, allowing 
it to remain to her credit and direct­ 
ing that it be used to equip and feed 
the men in the field. More than 1,300 
soldiers were treated at her hospital. 
The war swept away much of her 
wealth, but she has always contrib­ 
uted of her means to relieve the dis­ 
tress of those less fortunate than her­ 
self. 
She has friends all over 
the 
south, people of ample means, who 
would gladly give her a home if she 
would only come to them. 
She loves 
Richmond, the scene of her 
work, 
where she is best known, and where 
she can visit to her heart’s content. 
Miss 
Tompkins 
is 
a 
native 
of 
Mathews county, and in the court­ 
house there rs a picture of her taken 
many years ago, which was 
placed 
there by order of the court. That was 
the only picture ever taken of her. 
Miss Tompkins, In talking about the 
work done by her at the 
hospital 
said she spent all her spare time in 
knitting socks for the soldiers, turn­ 
ing out thousands of pairs every year. 
When she first opened the hospital she 
had only one physician, Dr. A. V. P. 
Garnett, of Washington, who relin­ 
quished a large practice to come to 
the south, and he spent three years 
there, receiving not a cent 
for his 
services. Later Dr. Lattimer came to 
the hospital and remained 
till 
the 
close of the war. 
Miss Tompkins spent much of her 
time in writing letters 
to the rela­ 
tives of the men who were under her 
care. To-day she has the commission 
issued to her by President Davis and 
at her death It is to be presented to 
the confederate museum. 
She spends her 
time in 
reading, 
writing and knitting. She has a great 
many visitors. 
She is contented and 
happy,, and is always cheerful.

COTTON EXPORTS $400,000,000. 


Exceeded Combined Value of Grains 
and Provisions by $3,000,000 in 1905. 


Washington.—“Cotton 
Is king” 
in 
the export record of the United'States 
for the fiscal year just ended. 
It Is 
the best money getter 
the country 
has. 
The total value of raw cotton ex­ 
ported for the first time crossed the 
$400,000,000 line and exceeded by far 
the value of any other article of mer­ 
chandise sent out of the country. The 
exports of breadstuffs of all kinds ag­ 
gregated but $186,000,000 , those 
of 
provisions hut $211,000,000, and of iron 
and steel manufactures but $161,000- 
000. 
The value of cotton exported has 
during the last five years Increased 
rapidly. It was not until 1901 that it 
crossed the $300,000,000 line, and in 
five years has grown to more than 
$400,000,000, an increase of 33 per 
cent. This growth is due in part also 
to the advance in price, 
since 
the 
quantity exported in 1906 was about 
700,000,000 pounds loss than in i905, 
while the value was $21,000,000 more 
than in 1905. 
The exportation 
of 
manufactured 
cotton was also larger in 1906 than 
in any earlier year, aggregating prac­ 
tically $53,OOO,OOO. against $50,000,000 
In 1905 and $22,500,000 in 1904. 
The 
growth in exports of 
manufactured 
cotton has been as striking as that 
of the raw material.

I.—Newport, 
said a 
famous wit, gives itself over to ex­ 
pense regardless of pleasure. 
In no 
way is this displayed more than in the 
homes of the aristocracy of millions. 
In Newport the dictionaries have been 
corrected to read "palace” as a defini­ 
tion for the word “villa.” 
Bellevue avenue, from one end to 
the other, is lined with the most ex­ 
pensive homes in the world. 
These 
now are witnessing the very ultimate 
in costly gayety, and along the superb 
drive a never ending line of carriages 
and automobiles carries from palace 
to palace the millionaire seekers after 
pleasure. 
The long stretch of “villas" on the 
cliffs is the retiring place of plutocracy 
where wealthy New York can shift to 
summer surroundings secure from the 
intrusion of the lower five. 
Forty years ago the houses of those 
who spent the summer at Newport 
were really cottages, but the social 
rivalries have transformed tho archi­ 
tecture. To have one of these wonder­ 
ful homes on the summit of that ocean 
swept abode of aristocracy is almost 
to procure the open sesame to the en­ 
vied portals of society, hence there is 
little cause for wonderment that one 
of the first acts of the newly grown 
millionaire is to buy a tract of land 
and turn loose the best architect 
he 
can buy with carte blanche to exceed 
any structure on the cliff. 
Whims in Architecture. 
In planning his home the plutocrat 
consults his whim as to the archi­ 
tecture. 
If he has been in England 
and learned to admire some famous 
old structure there he 
models 
his 
dwelling according to the 
style 
o? 
Queen Elizabeth; another with French 
tendencies elaborates on some chateau 
that recalls Azay, the Loire and Chen- 
oneeaux: a third builds a marble pal­ 
ace like Trianon; another imitates the 
exquisite summer mansions 
of 
the 
Romans at Cupua, and still another 
models his palace on purest Grecian 
lines of beauty. 
Perhaps the most famous of the 
many palaces in Newport are “The 
Breakers.” “Ochre Court” 
and 
the 
“Marble Palace.” 
The late Cornelius Vanderbilt built 
the first named, and it is said that he 
put absolutely no restriction on his 
architect, the talented Richard Morris 
Hunt. 
Mr. Hunt, now’ dead, was allowed to 
carry out in detail the elaborate de­ 
sign he conceived. It grew beyond his 
original plans, for the army of servants 
necessary to conduct a mansion dur­ 
ing the Newport season forced him to 
find more room than he 
had 
first 
schemed for. and a house meant for 
two stories had to go up to four. 
“The Breakers” fronts on the ocean. 
It is built of limestone, and each of the 
four elevations has its own distinctive 
charm. 
In one it is the entrance 
porch and driveway that appeals, in 
another the rounded projection of the 
drawing-room continued as a bay in 
the second story, in 
the

tween the projecting wings, on the 
front the lightness of effect made by 
tin* elaborate and massive lower open­ 
ings contrasted with the simplicity of 
those above is the distinctive and at­ 
tractive feature. 
Inside 
“The 
Breakers” 
carries 
sumptuousness to a point to make the 
average onlooker hold his breath in 
amazement. The great hall, the won­ 
derful dining-room, the splendid bil- 
liard-room and white and gold draw­ 
ing-room are all models 
of 
lavish 
beauty, vet in every case the genius 
of a great architect has always kept 
them within the limits of good taste. 
It has been truthfully said that the 
effect of all these wonderful homes 
suffers a bit from their bunching. Any 
one of them is elegant enough to be 
the show place of a shire. In making 
the promenade, it is a common experi­ 
ence time and again to think the limit 
of beauty has been attained only to 
come suddenly upon another place 
that quite outshines its predecessors. 
Mr.ny of these palaces 
have 
been 
made to grow over night. 
Flowers, 
hedges, aisles of mighty trees come 
suddenly where only a few* months 
ago was barren rock. 
On gateways 
alone are expended money enough to 
build the average business man a fine 
home. 
With 
“The 
Breakers” is 
always 
collided “Ochre Point" as the master­ 
piece of Hunt, the best architect New­ 
port has known, and the art mind that 
determined the form of its show*. 
“Tile Breakers” is in a general way 
typical of the Renaissance, but "Ochre 
Poilu” is 
a 
perfect sample of the 
French chateau. 
So determined 
was 
Robert Goelet not to let the need of 
room carry the structure to such 
a 
size that it would lose all relation to 
lite model, that he built a four-stciy 


annex for use of servants and the bus­ 
iness office that has to be maintained 
in the palace of one of Newport’s so­ 
ciety kings. 
Palace of the Goelets. 
Like Vanderbilt, Mr. Goelet did not 
live long to enjoy his wonderful home, 
but as the finest building owned by 
the family it is now the center of many 
elaborate functions in which the stat­ 
uesque beauty of young Mrs. Robert 
Goelet plays a prominent part. 
Mrs. Belmont’s residence, 
"Marble 
Palace,” is severely classical in out­ 
line. 
It 
is 
built of white marble 
throughout, and at the main entrance 
are three massive pillars going all the 
way to the roof that suggest the front 
of the White House, though they are 
far more elaborate and costly. 
Leading to the entrance 
are 
two 
sweeping driveways railed in superb 
white marble, and bordered by the 
costliest flowers. 
If “Marble Palace’* 
is a bit more cold in outline than Its 
two famous rivals and a little less 
summery, it has an imposing beauty 
all its own. 
A place at Newport which is always 
greatly admired is Beacon Rock. This 
is the summer home of E. D. Morgan. 
He and Mrs. Morgan are greatly de­ 
voted to yachting, and their place is 
one of the few along the cliffs that has 
a harbor. 
For a boat landing they’ 
have utilized a picturesque wreck. 
Beacon House hangs right over the 
sea on a narrow neck of rock. 
To 
connect his palace with the rest of 
Newport Mr. Morgan had to have 
built a bridge, which spans a low 
stretch of road. 
In the offing is al­ 
ways to be seen one of the Morgan 
yachts, sail or steam. 
Henry Clews, the financier, boasts 
a Newport residence worth the while, 
though it Is a bit less ostentatious 
than those previously described. 
Its 
most distinctive feature is the stone 
tower over the entrance. 
It Is sur­ 
rounded by the typical Xew’port porch, 
which sweeps the entire structure. 
Charles VV. Lippet’s residence, with 
its turrets and walls, takes on the ap­ 
pearance of a fortress 
of 
medieval 
times, and only the addition of a few 
cannons would be necessary to mako 
it look a place that could be held 
against an army of invaders. 
Its hostile effect is added to by its 
comparative isolation. 
Home of a Vanderbilt. 
“Rough Point,” Fred W. Vanderbilt’!! 
residence, is one of the most inviting 
of the many superb places along the 
cliff, from the fact that its appearance 
is not so awe-inspiring as that of its 
rivals. It is built of rough stone, with 
comfortable piazzas, 
and 
suggests 
summer and vacations in every line. 
“The Elms,” E. J. 
Berwind’s resi­ 
dence, takes its name from the beauti­ 
ful trees that overshadow it. 
It took Mr. Berwind 20 years to get 
ail the land he wanted before he be­ 
gan building, and in this particular ho 
is more fortunate than his fellow cot­ 
tagers, for he has succeeded in 
sur­ 
rounding his place with open space to 
give its lines full effect. 
The villa la 
full half a mile from the bay. 
It la 
in the style of Louis XIV. and is built 
of Indiana limestone. 
The clever arrangement makes the 
house look to be in the center of a vast 
park, 
which 
to 
all 
appearances 
stretches for miles. 
The building stands on a terrace, 
and its severity is relieved by the 
Italian garden which it fronts. 
So frequently are 
the 
handsome 
Newport homes augmented 
by 
the 
building of a new one that the old in­ 
habitants scarcely refer to them, but 
if an original Newporter, who knew 
the town of Longfellow’s poem, should 
come back, he would believe Aladdin’* 
fairy lamp had been at work.

Many persons who have 
traveled 
recently in Alaska have returned with 
the 
impression 
that 
this 
distant 
northern possession of

United 
States is valuable only for fish, miner 
als and woods. 
Suggestion that agr! 
culture is possible in that land

snow and ice is generally 
ridiculed. 
Nevertheless the latest publication of 
the department of agriculture is on 
the wors of the Alaskan experiment 
station, prepared by C. C. Georgeson, 
in charge of the Alaskan work. 
The report covers the operations at 
Sitka, Rampart, Cooper Center. Kenai 
and Fairbanks, and shows a remark­ 
able amount of ingenuity in selecting 
and coaxing along 
the crops 
best 
suited to the short, uncertain 
sum­ 
mer of the far north. 
The work has 
met with many discouragements and 
setbacks. 
Rut on the whole it has 
been satisfactory enough and a good 
many of the mistakes made were the 
sort that were to be expected in deal­ 
ing with an almost unknown problem. 
They can be rectified in the future and 
the writer makes the prediction that 
a large percentage of the $2,500,000 
worth of produce imported in 
1005 
could be raised in till' country. 
Returns have not been 
available 
from all of the land offices, but it 
seems that ten offices report 280 home­ 
steads taken up, and while a number 
of these probably were taken largely 
for the timber on them there 
has 
been enough done in the farming line 
to show that Alaska 
will 
produce 
many things besides minerals 
and 
will be able largely to feed 
herself. 
The total farm imports into Alaska 
last year were $3,340,899. 
Of this 
amount many things were like tobac­ 
co. rice, sugar and nuts, which essen­ 
tially belong to the tropics. 
Rut of 
the products of the temperate zone 
there were $1,527,522 worth of animal 
products 
and 
$1,577,628 
worth 
of 
vegetable products, and of these the 
larger portion can and eventually will 
be produced in the territory. 


The oxygen gas produced by separ­ 
ating the nitrogen from the liquid air 
is claimed to be purer than by the old 
method, and can be supplied in the 
liquid as well as the gaseous 
form. 
One gallon of liquid air equals approx­ 
imately 128 cubic feet of oxygen gas, 
which retails at six cents per cubic 
foot. 
The new price is 
one 
cent. 
Liquid air has been successfully used 
in coal mines as an explosive, being 
quite safe where fire damp and other 
explosive gases exist. 
Liquid oxygen 
is also used for welding steel pipes, 
boiler shells, and plates for shipbuild­ 
ing instead of riveting. 
That oxygen and nitrogen can be 
separated from liquid air and sold re­ 
tail at $1.20 per gallon shows great 
comercial possibilities. 
The use 
of 
nitrogen 
for 
agricultural 
purposes 
opens yet another field. The maturing 
of liquors will be helped by liquid air, 
as also the preservation and purifica­ 
tion of milk. 
As a motive power its 
use is considered to be quite practic­ 
able for small powers. 
The British 
government is already carrying out a 
number of experiments with a view to 
the utilization of liquid air for vari­ 
ous purposes.

China has just revised and consoli­ 
dated her native opium taxation. 
It 
amounts to 115 Peking taels per picul 
(about 66 cents per pound) on crude 
opium and double that amount on the 
prepared article, the grower s tax be­ 
ing abolished. 
According to reports from Peking 
the government is anxious to curtail 
the use of opium, but is dependent for 
revenue to the extent of over $4,000,- 
000 a year on the duties paid on im­ 
ported opium. 
She cannot, in 
the 
present state of her national finances, 
witness without concern the 
disap­ 
pearance of such an important branch 
of revenue. 
The imports of opium 
amount to 3,000 tons, while the native 
article is produced to the extent of 
30.000 tons. 
Moreover, there is 
a 
great development in the use of mor­ 
phia. 
The Japanese ship to 
China 
large quantities oi cheap hypodermic 
syringes. 
The better Chinese are reported to 
have a strong feeling against the enor­ 
mous extension of the growth of the 
poppy throughout 
the empire.

Peking correspondent of the London 
Times indicates that China will ask 
India to consent to an annual reduc­ 
tion in the import of opium to China, 
which would have the effect of ex­ 
tinguishing the trade in ten 
years, 
and as an evidence of good faith will 
issue an imperial edict 
condemning 
the use of opium and forbidding the 
employment in the government serv­ 
ice of any opium eater, and order an 
annual reduction in poppy cultivation 
leading to its extinction in ten years. 


Consul W. C. Hamm, of Hull, says 
that the new dock at Grimsby, which 
has just been begun, will be the finest 
on the east coast of England, equipped 
with all modern improvements 
and 
capable of accommodating the largest 
vessels now' afloat. 
The new dock, when finished about 
five years hence, will be 1,100 
feet 
square, with a bay or arm, 1,250 feet 
long by 375 feet wide, at the south­ 
west corner. The main dock and arm 
will have an area of 38% acres of wa­ 
ter. Provision is made for future de­ 
velopments of three other bays, 
or 
arms, at the corners, bringing the total 
d(K*k area to 71 qeres of deep water. 
There will be 6,760 feet of quay space 
in the main dock, 
which 
will 
be 
brought up to 14.110 feet, when the 
four bays are completed. 
In all, 616 
acres have been acquired for the dock. 
of which 79 acres will be water space, 
and the remaining 537 acres for land 
about the dock when completed. There 
will be a railway 4Ms miles long, con­ 
structed from Immingham to the ex­ 
isting company’s line at the TJiceby 
junction, and additional railway 
ac­ 
commodation Is to be provided by a 
light railway which will 
run 
from 
Grimsby to the dock site, which is al­ 
ready practically finished. 
The depth of water in the dock will 
be 35 ^ feet below high 
water 
at 
spring tides and 32 feet below high 
water at ordinary neap tides. 
The 
entrance lock, which is to be funnel 
shaped, will be 850 feet long and 90 
feet wide, with 47Vfe feet of water at 
high tides. 44 feet of water on the sill 
at neap tides, and 28 feet at low tides. 
Vessels of deep draft w ill thus be able 
to enter or leave at any state of the 
tide, as the deep water channel of the 
Humber passes close to the entrance, 
and it will only be necessary to dredge 
for about 300 yards across the fore­ 
shore to gain access to it. 
The en­ 
trance channel will be flanked by jet­ 
ties. and here deep water 
will 
al­ 
ways be available, so that vessels may 
go alongside at any state of the tide, 
thus affording special facilities 
for 
passengers and for bunkering 
coal. 
The site is an ideal one for a deep- 
water dock, as there are no expensive 
reclamation works to be undertaken 
and the deep-water channel runs close 
to the site. 
This new dock will be of special in­ 
terest to Americans, because 
three 
centuries ago *the Pilgrims gathered 
only a mile from this spot to await a 
Dutch vessel which would carry them 
to Holland.

Reduced cost of liquid-airi) produc­ 
tion is indicated by an article in the 
London Times. 
Recent experiments 
in England of an invention by

Knudsen, a Dane, furnished liquid air 
at one-sixth of the present 
market 
price, and give promise of an ultimate 
low price of a fraction over two cents 
per gallon. 
The result is secured by 
purely mechanical means, without an 
atom of added chemicals. Atmospher­ 
ic air is first purified and then com­ 
pressed by stages to 2,500 pounds to 
the square inch. It Is finally reduced 
to 125 pounds to the

According to Consul Ravndal, the 
rich, early discovered creeks iii the 
Klondike have by crude and waste­ 
ful methods been worked over. They 
now are being subjected to more scien­ 
tific treatment under the new’ system. 
It has proved eminently successful 
in the Klondike in spite of such draw'- 
hacks as difficulties of transportation, 
high cost of installation and opera­ 
tion, frozen gravel and short seasons. 
Gold dredging in the 
north 
has 
passed the experimental stage and be­ 
come an established and promising in­ 
dustry. 
Extensive areas of low-grade 
ground which have been lying idle, be­ 
cause under the former manner of 
mining the cost of extraction w’ould 
equal, if not exceed, the returns, are 
being made productive through 
the 
use of dredges handling 3,000 or more 
cubic yards of dirt every 24 hours. 
Aside from the Klondike output this 
year, it is said that Alaska will prob­ 
ably furnish some $20,000,000 of gold 
as against $14,500,000 for 1905, $9,000,- 
000 for 1904 and $6,350,000 for 1903. 
It is pointed out that seasons of excep­ 
tional prosperity have followed each 
of the great gold finds of recent times 
—those of Australia, of California, of 
South Africa and of the Klondike. 
So far most of the capital invested 
in dredging operations in the Klondike 
is owned by citizens of the 
United 
States and most of the gold cleaned up 
is sold in Seattle. _

Wheat in Western Canada 


LAYING OF RAILS IS BEGUN. 


A Good Crop of Excellent Quality Has Been 
Raised This Year. 


New Pacific Coast Extension Is Tak* 
lug Shape. 


The grain crops estimates from the 
Canadian West make a range of from 
87,000,000 to 115.000,000,bushels, and 
•n accurate statem ent will be some­ 
where between these 
figures—prob­ 
ably not far from 90,000.000 bushels. 
This year a larger acreage was sown, 
estim ated at an increase of from 18 
to 20 per cent, and had the average 
yield of last year been maintained, 
the aggregate would assuredly have 
gone considerably beyond the 100,000,- 
000 bushel mark. 
The exceptionally 
large influx of settlers was responsible 
to a considerable extent for much of 
the increased area, and. there can be 
no doubt, is also responsible for a 
part of the decreased average yield. 
The first crop raised by the new set­ 
tler—often 
unacquainted 
with 
the 
conditions of western agriculture—is 
not usually prolific, aud 1905-06 placed 
a very large number of am ateur farm­ 
ers behind the stilts of the plow; hut 
they will learn, and learn fast, and 
with another season or two will help 
to raise the average instead of de­ 
pressing it. 
Of the estimates to hand, that of 
the Northwest Grain Dealers’ asso­ 
ciation is the lowest: 
Wheat, ST.203,- 
000 bushels; oats. 75.725,600 bushels, 
and barley, 16,980.600 bushels.

This year, the lowest returns, as we 
have stated, are estimated at: \Nheat, 
87.203.000 bushels; 
oats, 
75,725,600, 
and barley at 16.980,600 bushels, which 
is very satisfactory, if not absolutely 
satisfying. 
To better appreciate this 
fact, all that is necessary to do is to 
go back 25 years in the history of 
W estern Canada. 
At that time the 
agricultural product of 
the 
whole 
country was confined 
to 
Manitoba, 
and consisted of 1,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, on an acreage of 51,300 and 
1,270,268 bushels of oats. 
The entire 
crop was at that time required for 
local purposes, and the export trade 
was an unknown quantity. 
Today, 
allowing nearly 20.000,000 bushels of 
wheat for local consumption and seed­ 
ing, there will be about 70,000,000 
bushels for export, which at 70 cents 
per bushel will bring in outside money 
to the extent of nearly $50,000,000. 


FADED TO A SHADOW. 


The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
road has begun the laying of steel 
on its new Pacific 
coast 
extension. 
The rails are to be laid from Glen- 
ham, a point on the Aberdeen and 
Evarts division, in South Dakota, to 
Flora, on the Missouri river, 12 miles 
above Evarts, from where the coast 
line will proceed. The grading on this 
stretch is already completed, and the 
construction work will be pushed as 
rapidly as possible. 
So far the St. Paul people have ex­ 
perienced little difficulty in securing 
enough laborers to carry on the work 
as planned, and the management is 
congratulating itself upon this fact. 
A high official of the company ex­ 
pressed the belief that the publicity 
given to the building of the extension 
is in a large measure responsible for 
this happy state of affairs. 
“We have had little difficulty in se­ 
curing workmen to carry 
out 
our 
plans,” said a high official of the St. 
Paul road. 
“I attribute this to the 
fact that much publicity has been 
given to our plans, and those who 
want work know that we have it to 
offer. 
We have not given orders to 
hire any particular number of men. 
Our instructions are to employ all that 
can be secured.” 
While the actual laying of steel on 
the eastern end of the extension has 
begun, and the plans for the line west 
of the Pitter Root mountains are al­ 
ready completed, nothing is known of 
the route across Montana farther west 
than Butte. Officials declare that the 
Montana route between Butte and the 
crossing of the Pitter Root mountains 
is not yet decided.

A few years 
ago (it was widely published at 
the I 
time) a gentleman who was among | 
the leaders of the New York bar re­ 
ceived a fee of $100,000 for a legal 
opinion which he was able to give al­ 
most offhand. 
A question involving 
the status of a great enterprise was 
submitted to him in the form of 
a 
memorandum. 
He wrote his opinion 
in one word and it was sustained in 
the courts. 
This seems to be an ab­ 
surdly large sum to pay for one word 
of legal advice. 
In another aspect, 
however, it was not excessive, for It 
enabled this company to establish it­ 
self in an impregnable position in the 
legal point of view and to continue its 
operations with the assurance that it 
could not be attacked successfully. At 
the close of the war between China 
and Japan eleven years ago the Chi­ 
nese government needed the services 
of an able and experienced diplomatist 
to cope with the capable and up-to- 
date Japanese diplomats. It therefore 
engaged Mr. John W. Foster, a former 
secretary of state of the United States, 
to assist in the preparation of the 
treaty of peace. It is understood that 
the fee which Mr. 
Foster 
received 
from China was $150,000, a large sum, 
to be sure, but not out of proportion 
to the services he rendered. 
China 
was at the mercy of Japan, which was 
able to enforce its demands, both a3 
regards territory and indemnity. 
By 
persuading the Japanese 
to 
modify 
their demands Mr. Foster was in a po­ 
sition to save China territory and 
treasure. 
It was a business m atter 
throughout, and the Chinese govern­ 
ment seems to have been thoroughly 
satisfied with the work of its Ameri­ 
can agent.
